As the maximum penalty for 
each count is 10 years in prison, 
the balding, retired Gen. Meyers 
could be sentenced to serve as 
much as 60 years if convicted on 
all counts.

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Has Georgia Built a Better Speedtrap? 


Every now and then some more or less 
prominent person, such as Rep. Joe Hen- 
dricks, of Florida, is arrested for speeding 
on one of the Federal highways which 
traverse Georgia. 

Inevitably, investigation reveals that 
he has been subjected to unnecessary em: 
barrassment and delay and finally made 
to pay an exorbitant fine. The wire serv- 
ices ,carry the story the length and 
breadth of the land and, in the nation- 
wide indignation which ensues, thousands 
of people recall and relate similar inci- 
dents. 

The Constitution doesn’t care particu- 
larly about Rep. Hendricks. But we figure 
that, for every notable whose story finds 
its way into print, there must be hun- 
dreds of plain, ordinary citizens who, hav- 
ing been similarly swindled, spend the 
rest of their days saying a bad word for 
Georgia at any and every opportunity. 

These people can undo everything 
which the various highway associations 
and tourist commissions and development 
boards have accomplished. They build 
illewill toward Georgia which costs the 
State literally millions of dollars annually. 

We think the speed laws should. be 
enforced. 

_ But-we think the roads should be ade- 


quately posted first. And we think en- 
forcement should be on a State-wide basis 
and not, as too frequently seems to be the 
case, just along the Coastal Highway. 

Moreover, we think the job of arrest- 
ing speeders should be left, except in ex- 
treme cases, to the State Patrol. Certain- 
ly, law enforcement officers should work 
in plainly-marked patrol cars rather than, 
as in the Hendricks case, in a nondescript 
automobile. 

And, finally, immediate trial should be 
made available to those who demand it. 
In too many instances, those apprehended 
are given the choice of posting an inex- 
cusably high bond or of languishing in 
the local calaboose a couple of weeks pend- 
ing the next term of court. 

We have no objection to local officers 
enforcing legitimate local speed limits as 
a protection to their communities. But, 
undeniably, these limits often are ridicu- 
lously low and/or not posted. And, again 
too frequently, they are not enforced for 
the public convenience, but as a source 
of private revenue to arresting officers. 

Georgia’s coastal speed traps are a 
stench in the nostrils of the State. And 
one cannot escape the conclusion that, in 
many instances, the State Government, 
through the highway patrol, is an active 
or ‘involuntary party to the crime. 


Nobody Else Pays--Why Finland? 


We believe most Americans will agree 
wholeheartedly with a suggestion that fur- 
ther payments on Finland’s war debt to 
the United States be set aside in a spe- 
cial fund to be used for education of Fin- 
nish youths in this country. 

Finland is the only country which has 
earnestly tried to keep up payments on 
the money advanced by the United States 
in World War I. Without exception the 
remaining countries have defaulted. But 
Finland, despite a war with Russia and a 


hard peace treaty that forced her to cede 
a portion of her territory to Moscow, has 
paid $7,805,000 of an original debt of 
$8 281.000. 

This nation has been quick to forgive 
the defaulting countries. The remainder 
due by Finland, even with accumulated 
interest, is almost insignificant compared 
to present-day Government budgets. There 
is no reason why it should not be used for 
a purpose which would be sure to better 
our relations with that admirable nation.

For a New 
Highway Board 


Editor Ralph McGill, who has spent the past 


several weeks touring European areas, returned | 
to Georgia Friday—but too late to write a column | 


for today’s Constitution, 


Today's substitute feature was written by J. J. Mangham, of 
Bremen, a former member of the State Highway Board. It is 
another of a series recording the views of former Board members 
toward eliminating politics from the Highway Department, 


After years of observation of the workings of our State Highway 
Department, both as an official of the Board and as-a layman more 
recently, | am convinced that a concrete proposal of the workings 
of the Board should be worked out and presented to the next 
session of the General Assembly which would divorce the State 
highway Department from politics in so far as possible. 


I am indeed in sympathy with the thoughts and efforts toward 
that end and I offer suggestions in the hope same may be found 
workable, practical and of a great saving to the State. The waste 
which has occurred during most of Georgia’s past in securing high- 
way materials, machinery, insurance, as well as the location of 
the roads, is a common knowledge, 


Problem The first problem is to present a concrete plan that 

the members of the General Assembly, or the ma- 
jority thereof, can accept as a program or working basis in formu- 
lating such a bill or constitutional amendment. The most effective 
way to obtain consideration by the General Assembly is an aroused 
public opinion demanding changes in the present system as to 
completely and effectually relieve the working members of the 
Board of political demands, or personal favors. 


As a basis for arriving at such a reorganization and remove the 
members in charge of the State Highway Department from politics, 
the following suggestions are made: 


First, that the governing authority of the State Highway De- 
partment be vested in a State Highway Board composed of 10 mem- 
bers, one to be elected from each congressional district by popular 
vote to serve on the Board. This Board should exercise general 
supervision over the highway program of the State of Georgia and 
enjoy such powers as may be provided by the act creating said 
Board. They should meet at least once a month withthe execu- 
tive authorities of the Department and advise with them on all mat- 
ters relating to the Department, and be paid such compensation 
for each meeting they attend as may be fixed by law. 


Second, each member of the State High- 
way Board thus elected be directed to nom- 
inate a competent person from his district as a candidate for the 
Executive Board. From a panel of 10 so nominated by the Board, 
the Supreme Court of the State of Georgia be authorized to select 
three persons to serve as members of the Executive Board, or the 
working members of the State Highway Department of the State 
of Georgia, one as director and two as assistant directors. The 
Executive Board to be responsible for the actual management and 
direction of the Department as full-time employees with remunera- 
tion as may be fixed by the General Assembly. 


Third, the meetings of the Executive Board to be open to the 
Governor and the members of the State Highway Board at all 
times, and to the general public only at such times and under such 
regulations and rules as the State Highway Board may fix. Said 
Executive Board shall be responsible for making contractual obli- 
gations, location of the roads, supervision and relations of the per- 
sonnel of the Department. The act of a majority of the members 
of the Executive Board shall constitute the act of the Board. 


ee Fourth, the Governor shall exercise supervisory 
Supervision authority over the Executive Board in the ab- 
sence of meetings of the State Highway Board. He shall at all 
times be fully informed of the operations of the Board and in case 
of any improper performance shall cause such investigation as may 
be deemed proper. The Board shall be represented by the Attor- 
ney General of the State of Georgia, or his assistant duly desig- 
nated according to the laws of the State of Georgia.

Myths 
That Stick 


There are many myths, new and 
old, which seem to take a tighter 
grip every time an effort is made 
to uproot them. 

Recently a letter writer, rebuk- 
ing Life for a reference to “thor- 
oughbred mules,” referred to the 
ancient fallacy that mules 
have no hope of progeny, He was 
wrong on both counts. 

“Thoroughbred” is given an ar- 
tificial meaning in America. It 
refers only to race. horses. The

ABOUT 99 PER CENT of liter- 
ate Americans believe Lincoln 
freed all. the slaves when he re- 
luctantly, after months of hesita- 
tion, issued -the Emancipation 
Proclamation on Jan. 1, 1863. They 
may not remember the date, but 
they will agree that Father Abra- 
ham set all of America’s slaves 
free. 

That myth is the hardest one to 


Lincoln issued the Proclamation, 
under pressure, as a rather des- 
perate war measure, He was un 
easy about it. Thousands of the 
slaves (imported illegally) had 
grown to maturity in Africa. They 
might have been safe if returned 
there. But nobody knew how they 
would act or how they would man- 
age to live if set free. 

It was a smart act of war. By 
one stroke of the pen, Lincoln took 
fr@m the South over a billion dol- 
dals worth of “property.” (His 
chief concern, however, was to 
gain the good will of England and 
vet hold the good will of the bor 
der States). 

He freed the slaves in 10 South- 
ern States (excepting some parts 
of Louisiana), but did not free 
those in such. border states as 


Maryland, Missouri, Kentucky, or to the people of Georgia and to farmers in particular. 
these is the fact that the Association is a “grass” organization. 


in any part of the North. The idea 
was to free them only in territory 
still held by Southern forces. 


NOBODY KNEW whether his 
action was Constitutional, so the 
13th Amendment was passed later 
to make it stick. 

Another firmly-rooted myth is 
the belief that people came. to 
America to gain religious freedom, 
they preserved for them- 
forever 
after. 

The truth is that religious zeal- 
ots who had the power soon be- 
came the worst of tyrants. Roger 
Williams was driven:-from the Bay 
Colony into the wilderness be- 
cause of his religious beliefs. He 
and his followers, befriended by 
the Indians, built a civilization in 
Rhode Island. And in 1636, Mas- 
sachusetts passed a law providing 
for any Rhode 
Islander caught inside its borders.

HERE’S been a dispute going on 
T for 20-odd years over who wrote 
the most famous of all Christ- 
mas poems. 

The first four lines are familiar 


to you and me and nearly everybody. 


“ "Twas the night before Christmas 
And all through the house 
Not a creature was stirring, 
Not even a mouse.” 


That's the way I thought the poem 
ran. 
All through my childhood—in fact 
until recently ‘(and I am 55), I 
thought the title of the poem was 
“"Twas the Night Before Christmas.” 

And I’m certain. that’s what mil- 
lions of us thought. 

But maybe all of us not only had 
the name of the poem wrong but also 
had the line-division-—as_ indicated 
above—wrong,.also. _

The generally accepted text of the 
poem and the illustration that went 
with it appear on this page. 

The origina! title of the poem may 
not have been “"Twas the Night 
Before Christmas,” but “A Visit From 
St. Nicholas.” 

According to the generally ac- 
cepted account, the poem was written 
by the Rev. Clement Clarke Moore, 
professor of Greek and Hebrew at the 
General Theological Seminary in New 
York City, and first appeared in the 
Troy (N. Y.) Sentinel on Dec. 23, 1823. 
It was printed anonymously and later 
made its first accredited appearance 
in a book entitled “The Collected 
Verses of C. C. Moore.” 

There is quite a bit of evidence, 
however, for believing that mayhe 
Major Henry Livingston of Pough- 
keepsie, N. Y., wrote the poem some- 
time around 145 years ago and that 
the poem wasn't printed until 18 
years after it was written, when it 
was sent in to a Troy (N. Y.) news- 
paper by an admiring niece of the 
gay and accomplished soldier. 

Asked if she might do so (it is 
argued) that the major said, in effect: 

“Okay, baby! As long as you don’t 
let anybody know I wrote it. I'm a 
farmer, not a poet. I write jingles 
to amuse myself and my friends. But 
I don’t want anybody to confuse me 
with Shakespeare.” 

Major Livingston——from what his 
descendants have been able to dig up 
about him-—seems to have been a

jolly old boy, who never took himself 
seriously and tossed off jingles just 
‘for the fun of it. 

The major had been a capable 
soldier* under Montgomery in the 
march to Quebec in the American 
War of Independence. 

When the war was over, he didn’t 
care who wrote the nation’s songs or 
wrote the laws. He wanted to do the 
ploughing on his farm in Locust 
Valley, New York. He knew how to 
survey as well as George Washington 
did and when he got pinched for 
money he would take up a little sur- 
veying. 

Citizens in his locality made him 
a justice of the peace for a while. 
But that seemed to be as far as he 
wanted to go—or allow anybody to 
push him. He didn’t attend the Con- 
stitutional Convention in Philadelphia 
and he seems to have been averse to 
signing anything. 

Major Livingston, it seems, played 
the violin and flute. He painted pic- 
tures. He drew maps. He had an 
eye for pretty girls and loved danc- 
ing parties. He liked to amuse people. 

So, when he found out that one 
way of amusing them was to write 
funny jingles, he went ahead and

wrote reams of them. 
Even if Major Livingston wrote 
a letter to a friend, he would make 
up some jingle verses and put them 
into the letter, such as the following: 
But hark! what a clatter! the jolly 
bells ringing, , 
The lads and the lasses so jovially 
singing. 

"Tis New Years they shout and they 
haul me along 

In the midst of their 
juvenile throng .. .~ 

But I burst from their grasp, un- 
forgetful of duty 

To pay first obeisance to wisdom 
and beauty... 

On your patience to 
longer I dare, 

So, bowing, I wish you 

New Year. 

The late Dr. William Sturgis 
Thomas, descendant of Major Living- 
ton, spent 20 years trying to substan- 
tiate the claim that it was his royster- 
ous forebear who wrote the famous 
Christmas poem and not the estimable 
reverend gentleman, Dr. Clement C. 
Moore, who had a considerable talent 
for heavy-doing and _ piatitudinous 
verse, but not for mirthful jingles. 

To Dr. Moore's credit, there is no

trespass, no 


a happy 


evidence, except a factitious one, that 
he ever claimed to have written “A 
Visit From St. Nicholas.” The poem 
was included in a book called ‘The 
Collected Poems of C. C. Moore.” 

‘The book was made up of a lot of 
tedious verse which, it seems, the 
eminent theologian had written. 

But it also contained'§ several 
poems which research has shown Dr. 
Moore did not write. ‘They had ap 
peared anonymously in Inglish liter. 
ary journals. 

The poem, “A Visit From St. 
Nicholas,” is included in the collec- 
tion, but is stuck away back in the 
pages, as though it had been dropped 
in merely to pad out the book. 

There is no evidence that Dr. 
Moore was responsible for the book, 
that he ever received a cent from it, 
or that he ever even saw a copy of it. 
In the New York Historical Society's 
archives, there is a copy of the poem, 
written out (it appears) in Dr. 
Moore's handwriting. But, Dr. Moore 
doesn’t claim to be the author. 

At the bottom of the last page, 
there is simply this: “A poem writ. 
ten many years ago—C. C. Moore.” 
The opening words—like the open- 

words of “The Star Spangled 
will remain in the people's 
forever.

young widow and pleaded with her 
to marry him, even if she wasn't sure 
she loved him.

He and Dolly fell madly in love. 

She told Fleischmann and asked 
for a divorce. 

As her happiness meant every:

Smart composers, they say, always 
hire lawyers to draw up contracts 
that will protect their interests. in 
every conceivable Way,- even before 
they write the first note of a song. 
Otherwise a slicker might rob them. 

Well, the sharpies can be wrong. 
Take the story, recently. revealed, of 
two persons and a song. 

Involving 
even more in prestige, a song that 
has been a hit tune for nearly two 
decades, and two friends with a high 
regard .for their personal honesty, 
this story began back in 1929, when 
an unknown pianist was accompany- 
ing a well-known star on tour. 

Johnny Green was the young mu- 
sician’s name, and when he wasn’t 
playing, he was composing; trying 
to get that one big hit that makes a 
big name out of just another piano 
player. 

Gertrude Lawrence was the star, 
whose popularity had already sprea 
from England to America. 

Just before her return to England, 


Green asked her for a loan, offering 
as security four songs which nobody 
else seemed to want. 

Miss Lawrencé came right up with 
$250. Johnny promptly gave her the 
songs, outright, just like that. They 
didn't bother to make a big deal out 
of it. 

Why should they? Didn’t they 
know each other? 

Gertie went back to England, 
taking with her the four songs which 
were now hers, all hers. Nothing 
much happened to three of them, but 
one, which she sang occasionally, got 
a little success. 

Not much, of course—it was just 
another ballad with the peculiar title 
of “Body and Soul.” 

As a matter of fact, everyone was 
surprised when Jack Hilton, then the 
Number One exponent of popular 
music in England, choose to make an 
elaborate recording of it on a 12-inch 
record. 

He put his whole concert orchestra 

to work on it, and the English craze 
of the period, Pat O’Malley, sang the 
vocal, ' 
It went over big, not only in Eng- 
land, but in the United States. People 
began queuing up at music stores to 
buy that new English song. 
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thousands of dollars, - 
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Generous Gertrude Lawrence, to Whom Friendship Meant 
More Than Money. 


In the meantime, Johnny Green 
had given up hope of seeing anything 
done about the song in England. He 
talked Libby Holman, the _ sultry- 
voiced chanteuse who was at the peak 
of her fame, into singing the song in 
night-club engagements. 

Producers. Arthur Schwartz and 
Howard Dietz, looking for songs to 
put in a new show, “Three's aA 
Crowd,” heard Miss Holman give out 
with the lyrics. 

Somebody snapped his fingers, 
and the song was in. Libby appeared 
in the musical, singing the song, and 
a new hit show and a new hit song 
swept Broadway off its feet and into 
the theatre, 

Then Composer Johnny Green be- 
gan looking for.a nice blunt 
ment with which to hit himself on 
the head. One song was blasting its 
way into the ears of music lovers 
everywhere, but it was coming from 


instru-- 


two directions, with two owners. 

Johnny was in a spot. He had 
not meant to do anything wrong but 
there it was. People who didn’t un- 
derstand the situation might jump 
to the conclusion that he had done 
something dishonest and he didn't 
want that to happen. 

He contacted Miss 
“Body and Soul” was still her song, 
he assured her, but could she help 
him explain to the music business 
and the world at large that he hadn't 
intended to pull any funny business? 

“Certainly,” said. the British star. 
She settled everything by selling him 
back the song that was dragging in 
royalties over two continents. Her 
price? Fifty dollars.

“When the right girl comes along,” he said 
recently, “I suppose I'll do what all sensible men

Mrs. Miller, who gave her occupa- 
tion as a radio script writer, went on 
to tell of a game which took place 
in her home one night. 

Here’s her account of it, in

HE vigilant mother can do more than anyone 
else to save her child from the disastrous 
results of rheumatic fever, the leading cause 

of fatal heart disease in early life. 

The sooner she detects the first symptoms and 
takes an ailing child,to the family physician for 
diagnosis and treatment the greater is the chance 
of arresting the disease in its early stage and, 
perhaps, thus preventing disability and even pre- 
mature death. | 

Early and effective treatment of acute attacks 
of this virulent disease are particularly important 
to save the heart from its ravages. 

A new treatment, for acute form of rheumatic 
fever -devised at famed Mayo Clinic in Rochester, 
Minn., and found more effective than the usual 
aspirin therapy-—employs a combination of aspirin 
bicarbonate of soda and a vitamin of the B family, 
called PABA (para-aminobenzoic acid). 

If a child has sore throat, tonsilitis (inflam- 
mation of tonsils) or nose and throat and ear 
inflammatory reaction, that may be the sign of, 
or lead to, rheumatic fever. 

Sometimes a very slight feverishness, not or- 
dinarily perceptible, is the first symptom of 
rheumatic fever. It is advisable for mothers to 
learn to take the child’s temperature, orally and

rectally to detect a slight rise of temperature. 

The @hild may. have so called “growing pains,” 
Vague pains in legs, thighs, neck and any other 
muscles and joints of the body. 

There may only be headache, loss of appetite, 
unusual irritability, bodily restlessness, difficulty 
in breathing, with congestion of the chest, general 
weakness and fatigue. 

Never should the mother ignore the child's 
Story of some complaint. The symptoms of 
rheumatic fever are numerous and baffling, for 
the reason that it is a disease of all the tissues 
of the body, and likely to involve all the tissues 
of the heart. 

What used to be called St. Vitus’ dance, medic- 
ally Known as “chorea” (ko-ree-ah), is a symptom 
of rheumatic fever which occurs more frequently 
in girls than boys. It is an indication of the 
damage done to the nervous system, so that fidget- 
ing, uncontrolled twitchings of the face, protrud 
ing of the tongue, lack of attention and mental 
concentration appear as symptoms. 

Acute rheumatic fever, with rise of tempera- 
ture, pain in joints and other complaints, is not 
cleared up by sulfa drugs or penicillin. 


But aspirin and related salicylates (saless-il- 
ates) have been known to help in abating the acute 
attacks. At the Mayo Clinic, Drs. Thomas J. Dry, 
Hl. R. Butt and C. H. Scheifley found in some cases 
even large doses of salicylates together with bi- 
carbonate of soda failed to give relief, 

However, when the patient was also fed PABA, 
there was speedy and dramatic disappearance of 
most of the symptoms. 

At, the University of Tennessee, Memphis, — 
Tenn., Drs. Herman Rosenblum and kE. L. Fraser 
succeeded in clearing up acute rheumatic fever, in 
a dozen children, with PABA alone--even when 
aspirin had failed, 

PABA occurs naturally in yeast, rice bran, rice 
polishings, wholewheat, wheat germ and _ liver, 
and is available in pure synthetic form. Why this 
vitamin and aspirin aid each other, or are effec- 
tive separately, in the treatment of rheumatic 
fever is being investigated. 

Symptoms of certain forms of insanity and 
severe neurosis were found due to rheumatic fever 
inflammation of the brain in 207 young men by 
Dor. Harry A. Warren, of Peoria, Ill., and Dr. John 
Chornyak of Chicago. These patients had-hallu 
Cinations, panics, fears and deliriums. 

Studies of rheumatic fever pneumonia, made 
at Yale University by Drs. Donald W. Selden, 
Henry S. Kaplan and Henry Bunting, show that 
this is one of the most dreadful lung diseases. 

But rheumatic heart disease, which accounts 
for most deaths from heart sickness in early life, 
is one of medical science’s most urgent problems. 
The heart is particularly damaged by acute at- 
tacks, but also by slow, insidious rheumatic fever. 

Inflammation of all the tissues and structures 

of the interior of the heart may 
occur; the heart becomes enlarged, 
the valves distorted (so. called 
leaky valves), so that its action is 
interfered with. ’ 

A majority of cases of “bac- 
terial endocarditis’: (infectious 
heart linings inflammation), with 
diseased valves, has been traced to 
rheumatic fever. Until penicillin 
therapy began to save some of the 
patients, this type of heart inflam- 
mation was almost always fatal. 
Heart disease may flare up sharp- 
ly and suddenly when sore throat, 
tonsilitis, influenza or pneumonia, 
or multiple boils ail the body, in 

which rheumatic fever had been 
previously present. 

Not only children but also adults 
who have once had rheumatic fever 
symptoms, in childhood or later 
years, should not be exposed to the 
germs—“hemolytic streptococci, 

type A”-—-believed to be the cause of rheumatic 
fever, as well as of sore throat, tonsilitis, bacterial 
influenza and some middle ear infections. 

Certain prophylactic treatments may be given 
by the family physician to susceptible children, 
adolescents and adults to prevent recurrence of 
rheumatic fever. These consist in feeding daily, 
especially in cold and damp periods of the year, 
sulfa drugs and penicillin. 


What Io Do About 
RHEUMATIC FEVER 


According to Dr. Homer F. Swift, of the 
Rockefeller Institute, daily feeding of smal! doses 
of sulfadiazine, to germ-free youngsters and 
grownups, prevents recurrence of rheumatic fever. 
If the “strep” germs are resistant to sulfa drugs, 
lozenges of penicillin may be prescribed; a treat- 
ment found protectively effective by Dr. P. J. 
Bucke, of West Cork County Hospital, Ireland. 

Rheumatic fever is a recurring disease, which 
may have acute or mild symptoms, and for periods 
no symptoms at all. Many children, if given early 
treatment and proper convalescent care, ap- 
parently recover and live normal lives. Ten years 
after the childhood disease, in a series of 1,000 
cases, in one community, 203 had died, 209 had 
slight and 135 severe limitations, and 439 were 
living normally. o 

Diet plays an important part, as it is definitely 
known that among those who eat adequate and 
well balanced diets the. incidence of rheumatic 
fever is less than among the undernourished. In 
full recovery, mental attitudes play an important 
part. The patients of rheumatic fever, therefore, 
are in need of wise and careful dieting, mental 
hygiene, and medical treatment. . 

At the Irvington House (103 Park Avenue, New 
York) a hundred rheumatic fever patients are 
given periodic checkups. David and Irma, two of 
these cases, married in 1942, after having re- 
covered thoroughly. 

They report regularly for their medical 
checkups. They had rheumatic heart disease; but 
it is gone.

Her Beauty, Wit and Charm Captivated 
the King So Completely That the Queen 
Was Forced to Bring Her Rival to 
Her Dying Husband's Bedside 


Mrs. Keppel's Day oat the 
Races Was Ruined When She~ 
Found the Duchess Wearing 
the Same Gown. They Ex- 
changed Furious Glances All 
Afternoon to the Great Amuse- 
ment of King Edward Vii.

KING used to call her Adorable Alice. At 
the height of Wer fame, she owas one of the 
richest and most iInfuential women = in 

england. 

But when she reached the end of her unique 
career recently in Florence, Italy, only a few of 
her contemporaries remembered her as the glam 
orous figure who unintentionally contributed to 
the strained diplomiatic relations leading up to 
World War I. 

More than a half century ago, when she first 
became recognized as the favorite of King Edward 
VII of England, Mrs. George Keppel was a Juno 
esque blonde with almost regal beauty. She had 
.wit, charm and social graces, but she was hardly 
the type that romanticists have come ‘to associate 
with a femme fatale. 

The evidence seems clear, however, that this 
personable wife of a struggling wine merchant 
exerted an influence on the British King that was 
matched only by the attraction of another com- 
moner for his grandson and namesake two gen- 
erations later. The seventh Edward, who already 
had a Queen, didn’t renounce his throne for love, 
but his insistence that Mrs. Keppel was the social 
equal of royalty is regarded by some authorities 
as having had a disastrous effect on his attitude 
toward Kaiser Wilhelm. 

The romance between King Edward and Mrs. 
Keppel existed for many years before it became a 
matter of public information. The startling story, 
with its global interest and myriad implications, 
was first published in The American Weekly of 
Feb, 21, 1909, on the basis of.a superb reporting 
job done by W..T. Stead, English publicist.

“One cause of the friction that has pre. 

vented friendly relations between King Edward 

and his nephew, Emperor Withelm, afid that is 

said to be largely responsible for the King’s failure 

to have visited Berlin. ..is generally asserted to be 

the Kaiser’s refusal to recognize the status of the 

lady whose name has been openly associated with | 

that of the King as friend, confidant® and enter. 

tainer.”’ :; Illustrated by ELMOR BROWN 
Stead identified the woman as Mrs. Keppel, 

which was no news to those in court circles, but 
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it was, nevertheless, an outstanding bit of jour- 
nalistic enterprise. 

The Kaiser, Stead said, adhered firmly to the 
Standards of his grandmother, Queen Victoria, 
while the King followed the pattern of some of 
his earlier ancestors—William. IV, George IV and 
other monarchs of a more unconventional age. 

“Four years ago,” the dispatch continued, “the 
King asked the Kaiser to invite this lady to a 
banquet on the imperial yacht. The. Kaiser abso. 
lutely refused, whereupon the King, in great 
dudgeon, broke off all relations with his nephew. 
Since then the King has visited nearly every 
European capital and cultivated closer relations 
between England and the countries visited, but he 
has ignored Germany and given her to feel that 
England was isolating her. The feeling thus cre- 
ated has led the countries to the verge of war.” 


QHORTLY after the dispatch was written, King 

Edward, convinced at last that his stubbornness 
was perilous, attempted to mend the breach by 
visiting Berlin with his Queen, Alexandra, who, a 
year later, was to lead Mrs. Keppel to the King’s 
deathbed and watch him cast his last affectionate 
glances at her rival. 

According to some commentators, Edward’s 
belated international gesture apparently failed to 
undo the effects of his earlier attitude. At any 
rate, in five years England and Germany were 
at war, 

If Mrs. Keppel realized the part she has Deen 
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credited with playing in this debacle, she didn’t 
show it. In fact, she had always been quite modest 
about her position at court. Probably only once 
in her life did she ever forget that her ardent 
admirer was also her King. That happened one 
evening while she was in the middle of a whist 
hand in a distinguished assemblage. 
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A footman approached the table and, excusing 
himself, whispered in Mrs. Keppel’s ear. She 
started to lay down her hand, but there were only 
a few more cards to play, and she instructed the 
lacky: : 

“Tell His Majesty I'll see him if. just a minute.” 

In much less time than that the doors of the 
salon were thrown open and Edward, standing in 
the doorway, said 

“The King waits for nobody!" 

Mrs. Keppel, paling suddenly, rose to her feet, 
curtsied deeply and, without another word, accom- 
panied her royal gallant from the room. 

It was always understood among those who 
had reason to know that Mrs. Keppel never asked 
the King for anything, but, directly and indirectly, 
she received a great deal. 

She was the daughter of Admiral Sir William 
Edmonstone, a Scottish baronet of ancient family. 
In 1891 she married Lt.-Col. the Hon. George 
Keppel, third son of the seventh Ear! of Albe- 
marle, who had dignity and position, but. practi- 
cally no money. 

To support his wife, Keppel became a member 
of a small wine firm in Pall Mall, but his earnings 
were so meagwe that Mrs. Keppel had to appeal to 
her father for money to keep up her wardrobe. 

She met Edward in 1893 while she was on a 
yacht trip to the Riviera with friends. He was 51 
then, a bearded man who was still the Prince of 
Wales, but had been on the verge of becomiuiny 
King tor so long that he was treated as though he 
already had ascended the throne. 

Whenever Edward attended a private party, it 
was understood that he was to receive in advance 
a list of guests. He struck off those whom he dis- 
liked and added the names of those he wanted to 
be with. After the Riviera interlude, he always 
added the name of Mrs. Keppel and usually speci- 
fied. that she be his partner at bridge or whist. 

It wasn't long beforé the Hon. Mr. Keppel’s 
business ventures were keeping pace with his 
wife’s social progress. He was able to dispose of 
large quantities of wines and cigars among.the 
King’s friends; and they passed the word along to 
other customers who always wanted to deal with 
the right people. He represented Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton’s intersts in the United States at a large salary. 


AF ten Edward became King, American finan- 
ciers who were received at court often gave 
him stock market tips. He authorized his agents 
to make the necessary purchases, and usually lost 
his winnings at the horse races, but it was the 
alert Mrs. Keppel who profited the most. 

Krom her humble beginning she became in a 
few .years one of the richest women in England. 
On a tip that came from Pierpont Morgan she 
invested $350,000 in United States Steel just before 
it began one of its spectacular advances. She was 
$1,000,000 richer when-she sold out in a few weeks 

Alice Keppel was not brilliantly witty, but she 
could hold her own in any repartee. Once, at a 

party given by Lady Cunard for 
the Duke and :.Duchess of Con- 
naught, she appeared in an old- 
fashioned gown and a still more 
antique necklace. An envious 
peeress, looking for the chance 
to put this upstart in her place, 
remarked: 

“What a sweet necklace you're 
wearing tonight. my dear. Quite 
early Victorian.” 

“Yes, it’s. rather nice,” Mrs. 
Keppel agreed. “But you're wrong 
about the era. It’s late Edward 
ian. It was given to me last 
week.” 

Because Edward was so fre- 
quently a guest, Mrs. Keppel's 
parties at her home in Portman 
Square became famous. She at 
tempted to keep them exclusive, 
but the list of eligibles kept grow- 
ing, and eventually she had an 
architect draw plans for enlarg- 
ing the house. 

That Christmas she received a 
lease of No. 3 Carlton House Te! 
race from an anonymous donor 

whose identity no one seemed to doubt, particu 
larly since it was situated on Crown property and 
connected with Buckingham Palace by a _ short, 
convenient and quite inconspicuous drive through 
st. James’s Park. 

Carlton House Terrace was occupied only bys 
millionaires, and Mrs. Keppel’s new house, which 
came to her campletely redecorated according to 
her own taste, represenfed an investment conser 
vatively estimated at $300,000. It had an excep 
tional chef and a staff of well-trained and reticent 
servants. 

So, also, did the home of her close friend, a 


countess who was the wife of a noted earl. The 
King and Mrs. Keppe! frequently went there for 
dinner with Prince Francis of Teck. brother of 
Edward's daughter-in-law. One night the earl ar 
rived home unexpectedly about midnight ard 
noted that a couple of plainclothesmen were pa- 
trolling the street and a vaguely*familiar brown 
brougham stood in front of the door. 

Nevertheless, he mounted the steps and ‘pul 
his key in the door, It was opened at once by his 
dignified butler, who announced 

“Sorry, Your Lordship. No one is allowed to 
enter until Her Ladyship’s guests leave.” 

The earl started to sputter, but the door was 
closed in his face. He took another look at the 
brougham, recognized it, and decided to forget the 


whole matter. . 


RS. KEPPEL’S clothes always set off her tall, 

graceful figure and went well with her deli- 
sate pink and white complexion and her masses of 
honey-hued hair. Only once was she embarrassed 
in public by her attire, and that was when her 
dominant social position was being challenged by 
the wealthy, American-born Duchess of Ros 
burghe, who had inherited half of the fortune of 
her father, Ogden Goelet. 

For the Ascot races, the Duchess and the 
King’s favorite had each purchased a new gown. 
Rach was assured that her creation was exclusive, 
but when they arrived almost simultaneously at 
the royal enclosure they discovered to their re 
spective dismay that they were sartorial twins. 
They spent most of the afternoon glaring at each 
other, to the delight of the onlookers and the vast 
amusement of the King. 

Not all of Mrs. Keppel’s mishaps were social. 
In fact, she seemed to have a flair for being in the 
midst of excitement. While on her way to Bal- 
moral to visit the King, she was in a train wreck 
and helped to tend the seriously injured, despite 
her own. not insignificant cuts and bruises. While 
yachting with Sir Thomas Lipton on the “Sham- 
rock,” she was blown overboard in a storm and 
was saved from drowning only by a line that hap- 
pened to be dangling from a passing fishing boat. 

Hier house was burglarized on three occasions, 
and on two of them she routed the burglars with 
a poker. (The third time was when she arrived 
home to find four well-dressed men who calmly 
admitted they had been hired to ransack the place 
for the letters of an “important person.”) Four 
times during week-end house parties she helped to 
fight midnight fires: twice she was knocked down 
by cvclists, and on two successive days she suc- 
cessfully mastered a runaway horse while she was 
riding to hounds. 

At first Queen Alexandra resented Mrs. Keppel, 
just as she had previously resented the Countess 
of Warwick, Mrs. Cornwallis West, Lady de Grey 
and others. The customary Christmas party at 
Sandringham was canceled in 1901, presumably 
because the Queen was ill, but actually, it was 
suid, because the King had insisted that she invite 
Mrs. Keppel. 

In later vears, however, the Queen and the 
King’s “Adorable, Alice” achieved a status which, 
if not friendship, was at least an armed neutrality. 
Alexandra even went so far as to ask the wine 
merchant’s wite to visit her at Sandringham. 

When Edward was dying, in 1910, the Queen 
sent tor Mrs. Keppel and led her silently into the 
royal bedchamber. ‘They stood on either side of 
the bed, each holding<sone of the King’s hands as 
he breathed his last. It was probably one of the 
most unusual scenes in all the history of royalty. 


ITH the King’s death, Mrs. Keppel vanished 

from London society and returned only at 
rare intervals. Some years before, she had spent 
a few days in Florence and, during a walk, chanced 
upon a run-down, over-grown villa which, she was 
told, had once been the home of Galileo. She bought 
it on the spur of the moment and transformed it 
into a magnificent home, just as she had turned 
a piano warehouse in London’s fashionable Gros- 
venor St. into an imposing salon where she first 
entertained the King. 

It was to Florence that she retired to mourn 
her royal admirer and, as it turned out, to spend 
most of the rest of her days. Her husband accom 
panied her. If his presence was overshadowed by 
a wraith from the past, he seemed unaware of it. 
When guests arrived from London, as they. fre- 
quently did, to attend the famous house parties at 
beautiful Villa dell’Ombrellino, tte showed them 
the house and grounds, pointing out various ob 
jects and remarking 

“That was a gift from His Majesty.” 

Italian hoodlums ‘wrecked the villa when the 
Keppels were forced to leave during World War 
II, but Adorable Alice returned to end her days. 
When she died her husband stood holding her 
hand, many miles and many years away from 
another poignant deathbed scene. 
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“Well, I don't know about Santa, son. But I do know that every 
one of the hundreds and hundreds of folks who've driven in 
here this year have been like Santa Claus to us. Yes, sir, they ve 
helped make this just about the Merriest Christmas ever! 

“Believe me, that wreath just isn't big enough to say the 
kind of “Merry Christmas . . . and THANKS!’ I feel.”

AKING a dog’s-eye view of things, 
Mrs. Carter Downing just 
about the nicest lady in the whole 

ide world. That's because Mrs. 
Downing, wife of a San Francisco 
physician: 

1.-Won't rent any of her 16 apart- 
ments to a family that hasn't at least 
one cat or dog. 

2.-Has founded Pets Unlimited; an 
animal adoption agency that has 
located homes for hundreds of stray 
dogs and is so successful that it may 
be copied all over the country. 

It all started when an old collie 
wandered into Mrs. Downing’s neigh- 
borhood and refused to leave. In ac- 
cordance with city regulations, she

took him to the pound, but she also 
inserted an ad in the San Francisco 
Examiner describing the dog and 
promising to pay for his board until 
his owner claimed him. 

She returned to the pound in fotr 
days and discovered fhat the un- 
claimed coliie was about to be put in 
the gas chamber. ‘Her tearful plea 
postponed the execution. The next 
day the dog’s owner appeared. 

“I've had Pal since he was three 
weeks old and he’s 11 years old now,” 
the man said. “I took his collar off to 
brush him and he wandered away. 
When I couldn't find him I -had a 
heart attack. That’s way I didn’t see 
the ad sooner.” 

Mrs. Downing was deeply im- 
pressed, not only by the owner whose 
dog was almost killed, but also by the 
sight of so mafhy homeless dogs at the 
pound. 

“I kept seeing those rows of wist- 
ful little faces behind wire netting,” 
she said, “and I kept thinking of all 
the people who must want pets.” 

She took several dogs out of the 
pound, boarded them at her own ex- 
pense and offered them for adoption. 
Her ad brought nearly 200 calls. For 
disappointed applicants she had one 
sugrestion: 

“The pound is full of dogs. Please 
go out there and get one.” 
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If they protested they had no 
transportation, she offered to drive 
them to the pound. ‘That idea was 
accepted so eagerly that she ran an 
ad for six months and spent much of 
her time as a one-woman taxi service 
“to beat the gas chamber.” 

With Yuletide approaching, Mrs. 
Downing asked the city’s newspapers 
to print stories.and pictures of im- 
pounded animals and suggest that 
they be given to children as Christmas 
presents. The resultant publicity emp- 
tied the pound. 

That indication of how much San 
Franciscans wanted pets encouraged 
Mrs. Downing to approach four 
friends, each of whom agreed to help 
her. For more than a year the five 
women devoted all of their free time 
and most of their available funds 
toward bringing homeless animals 
and petless people together. 

Each week the group placed an 
average of 50 animals, which was 
really a remarkable number in view 
of the precautions taken to be sure 
that the pets would have the best of 
care and would not again be in danger 
of entering the gas chamber or, even 
worse, the vivisection laboratories. 

Even if they had satisfactory an-

NLY two of the miracles of Jesus Christ are described by all 
© four Gospels in the New Testament; one is the Resurrection, 

the other, the miracle of the loaves and the fishes. 

Some 20 years ago | began a large canvas of this second miracle 
and today it ranks as perhaps my favorite painting. I cherish it for 
many reasons, but at this particular Christmas season | am filled 
with wonder &% the*miracle itself. 

With famine stalking the world it is singularly appropriate that 
we look upon this miracle of Jesus as part of His ministry to supply 
every human need, including food. a 

llow did the Saviour feed 5,000 hungry people ” 

No human mind will ever be able to fathom the answer to that 
question. All that we do know is that the multitude were hungry 
and that they were fed from what started out to be a pitifully small 
basket of food. 

All that was brought before Him were five small loaves, not 
of the kind of bread we know today, but barley loaves, something

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like hardtack—dry, crusty and probably not too palatable by modern 
standards; and two dried mullets, a fish about the size of a herring. 
Not much of a lunch for anyone, hardly adequate for a growing 
boys in those days. 

The miracle occurred at the time of’the Passover when great 
crowds were thronging the roads to Jerusalem. They were from 
Judea, Decapolis, Galilee and from beyend Jordan, happy people, 
eager to spend their great holiday in the city. 

In the midst of the crowd walked Jesus, healing the lepers and 
the paralyzed and casting out the demons from the mentally 
afflicted. The crowds sought Him out, as the curious will seek out 
a celebrity, and the Saviour was tired of the pressure.

Not only fed them, but there was enough left 
over to fill 12 baskets full! 

As the pilgrims ate they pondered at what they 
had just witnessed. Undoubtedly, this was a miracle 
of the greatest magnitude. It must have made a spec- 
tacular impression upon them, for of all the miracles, 


it was the best remembered and most completely re- 
ported by the disciples. 

Perhaps they thought first of the man who in His 
weariness and sorrow did not forget that men must eat. 
And that is what I first considered, too, in planning my 
interpretation of the scene. I have tried to show the 
weary Saviour, the tired, awestrutk pilgrims, the humil- 
ity of. the boy with his wonderful offering, the expect- 
ancy of the dis ples. 

As | look at the painting today, when the Mass of 
Christ is celebrated over the earth, I think‘ again tha 
we are not too weary, nor too sorrowful, nor too selfish 
to feed the multitudes; and that as we feed them we 
must make sure that we give them spiritual food, too, 
for “he that eateth of this bread shall live for ever.” 

Truly, that is the spirit of Christmas.

The thieves were rounded up and 
an aged member of the tribe was tried 
for the theft. 

The owner of the filly thought it 
Strange Kincsem should be chosen 
above all the magnificent blooded 
animals on the grounds. 

“Why,” he inquired, “did you take 
the ugliest of my herd?” 

“This filly may not be as hand- 
some as the others,” the old man 
replied, “but she will prove the 
greatest of them all.” 

The owner scoffed at the prophecy, 
but put the filly, then two, into train- 
ing. He wasn't even there when she 
won her first race. 

That was the beginning of a 
phenomenal career that is still un- 
matched even to this day when fillies 
and mares like Busher, Twilight Tear, 
Gallorette, But Why Not and First 
Flight take turns in showing their 
flying heels to the fastest opposition. 

The story of Kincsem begins’ in 
1874 when the brood mare Water- 
nymph mothered her foal at Prince 
Paul Esterhazy’s estate at Kisbery, 
Hungary. She was a scrawny, pot- 
bellied, lop-eared youngster. 

Prince Esterhazy was a wealthy 
nobleman who bred and campaigned 
thoroughbreds. So ludicrous in ap- 
pearance was the newcomer that he 
ordered foal and dam sold st once. 

It was quite his greatest mistake. 

Another Hungarian sportsman was 
interested in Waternymph but did not 
want the foal; it was purely at the 
insistence of Prince Esterhazy that 
the new youngster accompanied her 
mother to her brand-new home, tossed 
into the deal for nothing. 


After running her first race, Kinc- 
sem was sent to Hanover, Germany, 
to run in a field which included as 
good a horse as Double Zero, winner 
of the German Derby a week pre- 
viously. ‘The Germans were no less 
surprised when, after breaking poorly 

a habit she cultivated during the 
following years—she won. 

In race after race the despised 
daughter of Waternymph continued 
on hem victory march in Hamburg, 
Frankfurt, Baden-Baden and other 
tracks 

She was the toast of the turf when 
finally returned to Budapest to be 
pitched against the best two-year-olds 
of the year. 

In that race she made nervous 
wrecks of her followers by her un- 
predictable behavior at the post. Kinc- 
sem flatly refused" to line up with 
her field, calmly edging to the side 
of the track where a patch of grass 
had attracted her interest. 

The starter was finally forced to 
send the field away without her. 
Whereupon Kincsem. took a final 
nibble, raised her head, set out after 
her rivals and caught them in the 
stretch to win. 

Every start was virtually the same. 

As a three-year-old Kincsem won 
18 races in a miraculous sweep, un 
precedented to this day. Among her 
victories were the St. Leger, the Em- 
peror’s Prize, the Austrian Derby, the 
National Prize, and the Grand Prize 
of Hanover. 

She became thé most famous 
horse in Europe; bookmakers refused 
to “quote odds against her. 

With no more worlds to conquer 
the pot-bellied filly was shipped to 
Newmarket, England. It was Kinc- 
sem’s first boat trip and she became 
violently seasick. She had not fully 
recovered when she went postward 
for the Goodwood Cup.

In this race the Prince of Wales 
grandfather of the Duke of Windsor, 
was represented by the great thor- 
oughbred, Pageant, unbeaten over 
English tracks and the one horse 
England felt might be capable of 
Snapping Kincsem’s winning streak. 

At the starting gate Kincsem fell 
sound asleep while awaiting the 
Starting bell and was left a full dozen 
lengths behind the field. 

Kincsem took out in an apparentl 
hopeless pursuit. Stride by stride she 
cut the margin of daylight between 
herself and Pageant to a hands 
breath, to a hair-breadth—-to nothing 
Pageant was game but Kincsem was 

Kincsem! 

Inches separated them, then yards, 
then — finally three wide open 
lengths as Kincsem romped in. 

At the age of 14 Kincsem died; 
her passing was taken as a national 
calamity. Kincsem’'s skeleton was 
subsequently assembled at Kincsem 
Palace; her hoofs were. set in gold. 

America can contribute nothing 
quite as glamorous as Kincsem; prob. 
ably the closest parallel would be 
Yo Tambien or Miss Woodford, two 
of the best mares ever seen on the 
native turf. 

Yo Tambien was sold to Chris 
Smith, a plunger,-as a two-year-old. 
For her master she won. 14 of her 
16 stars in her third year. 

The majority of her wins were 
in. Chicago, and when it was decided 
to ship her to Sheepshead Bay to run 
in the Bridge Handicap a carload of 
Chicago fans accompanied her. 

Ugly rumors were circulated before 
the race that a certain. clique of 
jockeys and bookmakers. were out to 
“get” Yo Tambien. That there was . 
considerable substance to this grape 
vine report was evident when, on the 
first turn, the filly was crowded into 
the rail, deeply gashing her shoulder. 
Despite the handicap Yo Tambien 
limped in third. , 

Miss Woodford was purchased at 
a bargain price of $6,000 by Mike 
Dwyer, a famous gambler of the 
mauve decade, and carried his silks 
to glory in many of the best races of 
the era. In her lifetime she started 
48 times to win 37 races and $118,270.

Making good use of her sense ot 
color and design and her merchan 
dising ability, she has elevated cotton 
fabrics to the level of party, street, 
dinner, cocktail, and even opera wea: 

From the outset it was a difficult 
feat. Her first job had been on a 
magazine as art critic. Then she had 
switched to a large textile concern 
learning the business from the ground 
up and-becoming head of its cotton 
division, 

This job she had quit for a subo: 
dinate one with a dress manufacture’: 
in order tos learn the mechanics of 
that trade. Oh, yes, Hope Skillman 
had the background for her new ven. 
ture, but you can’t operate an enter 
prise without cash, and there wasn't 
much of that on hand. Nor was there 
much. prospect of. an immediate 
golden rainbow. 

She took a closet size office with 
no windew. Her artist-husband, whom 
she’d marvied after graduating from 
Goucher College, Baltimore, painted 
in a window and then, because goods 
were so scarce, added an angel flying 
through it carrying a bolt of cloth. 

She put in plenty of work, from 
7:30 in the morning to eight at night, 
but the bills kept piling up. Even 
when she found a banker who'd listen 
to her, she had to answer a lot of 
questions not generally put to busi- 
ness executives: 

“Are you married?” “Yes.” “Hap- 
pily married?” “Yes.” “What is your 
husband's business?” “He's an artist.” 
A long pause. Then, hopefully: “A 
commercial artist?” “No. His paint- 
ings are displayed in art galleries.” 

For a while it looked as if Skill- 
man, Inc., was doomed to failure. 
Inagine a banker financing the wife 
of a “Bohemian!” A check of her 
husband's solvency, however, resulted 
in the loan. 

After that she had to battle to get 
the quality of goods she wanted, have 
them woven and printed the way she 
wanted and, finally, talk dress de 
signers into dropping their prejudice 
against cotton for quality dresses. 

When things got tough she worked* 
than ever. Gradually she 
caught on and the men converters 
who had. pooh-poohed her initial ven 
ture were outspoken in admiration. 

Today Skillman, Inc., occupies a 
suite of offices in a Broadway sky 
scraper and her husband's murals 
cover the establishment’s walls. He: 
staff is large—-and they're all women. 

Last August she enjoyed positive 
proof she had really arrived. The 
National Cotton Congress, composed 
of between 300 and 400 top men in 
the cotton industry, invited her to 
address the annual convention -the 
first woman ever to do so. 

She gave a stirring talk on cotton 
as a high style textile, told the dele- 
gates they were behind the _ times. 
She showed them how a couple of 
yards of cotton could be transformed 
into a $150 gown. They listened and 
applauded. 

some of the world’s most famous 
couturiers. Omar Kiam. Tina Leser, 
Pauline Trigere, Claire McCardell, 
Adele Simpson--buy her products. 
Once she flew fine cottons by heli- 
copter from a Rhode Island mill to 
the liner America as it started for 
Europe. The material was taken to 
Paris, made up into original gowns 
by the celebrated Pierre Balmain and 
brought back on the same vessel to be 
displayed and sold in a single day at 
a fashionable Boston store. 

Every year she makes cross- 
country trips to lecture in stores, at 
fashion shows, or wherever she can 
promote the use of high-style cottons. 
Hope Skillman doesn’t have to trudge 
Worth Street any more. Now Worth

HEN I became Einstein’s suc- 
cessor at the University of 
Prague I was curious to 
learn how his students, boys and 
girls of about 20 years, had been im- 
pressed by his personality. They 
were eager to tell me their reactions. 

The first thing Einstein told them 
was that he had no-office hours and 
that every boy and girl may consult 
him at any hour. 

“The work that really matters,” 
he told them, “is my thinking about 
the laws of nature. When some one 
of you interrupts me it is a pleasant 
change, and I continue rather re- 
freshed. Often I am stimulated by 
the questions of, young people.” 

When I asked the students about 
examinations they smiled happily, al- 
though a little sheepishly. All ex- 
aminations in Prague were oral, and 
should a candidate offer an erroneous 
answer Einstein would try to explain 
to him why the answer was erro- 
neous and to guide him teward the 
correct answer. In his zea! to help, 
Einstein often forgot that he was 
quizzing in order to find the weak 
spots of,the candidate. 

When Einstein came into a phys- 
ics laboratory as a famous foreign 
visitor he asked the working students 
for their special preblems. While 
most distinguished visitors would re- 
strict themselves to a_ perfunctory, 
“Thank you, how intePesting,” Ein- 
stein would give the students individ- 
ual advice which really helped them, 

While investigating how Einstein 
had impressed the faculty I found 
that everyone was under the impact 
of his personal charm and sense of 
humor. However, there were gome 


faculty wives who regretted that such 
a great man would humble him- 
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self to occasionally wheel his baby’s 
perambulator in a park, sit upon a 
bench meditating about nature, and 
watch the baby. According to their 
opinions this humble behavior did 
not fit a professor of the “imperial 
and royal university.” 

There 4re people who are polite to 
higher-ups and discourteous to subor- 
dinates. Einstein behaved in exactly 
the same friendly and humorous way 
to everyone, whatever may be his 
wealth or rank. He could even afford 
to be friendly to prime ministers and 
royalty without losing his poise. 

Einstein was once a member of a 
committee which decided on appoint- 
ments in the institutions of higher 
learning by a majority vote. As in 
all bodies of this type there was a 
great deal of political horse trading. 
Icinstein’s purely human approach 
was in striking contrast to that bar- 
tering. When I replaced him in this 
committee he told me: 

“If you have a sense of humor, 
don’t miss any meeting. You will 
save money for theatre. tickets. 

“There are two parties which con- 
ceal their political barter by high 
sounding slogans.” 

A great many people fail to grasp 
the deeply humane background of 
the scientist’s work because they con- 
fuse the pure scientist with the ap- 
plied scientist or engineer. 

The pure scientist develops sim- 
ple and comprehensible laws by 
which all events in nature are ruled. 
Examples are the law of inertia, the 
conservation of energy, and _ the 
principle of relativity. The existence 
of such simple laws, without which 
the engineer could not construct any 
engine, is an amazing fact of nature. 

“The most incomprehensible thing 
about the world,” said Einstein, “‘is 
that it is comprehensible.” The awe

inspired by this ability of man to util- 
ize nature makes him feel humble 
and great. It is, according. to Ein- 
stein, the basis of cosmic religion and 
of the dignity of man. 

einstein once told me, “There are 
more clergymen who are interested 
in the theory of relativity than physi- 
cists.”” When I asked, “Why?” he 
answered that clergymen are often 
interested in the general laws of na- 
ture while many physicists are not 

This belief in the dignity of man 
makes Einstein an implacable enemy 
of all attempts to make an autematon 
of a human being as it has been 
done, above all, by the®totalitarian 
governments, 

Hie has detested violence of any 
kind and would never participate in 
the hunting of living beings in which 
other people found pleasure. 

Einstein has never cared to have 
animals for pets because he disliked 
the idea of having a living creature 
“enslaved” in his home His 
however, who has been living with 
him in Princeton, has always been 
very fond of cats and birds. Because 
of Einstein’s feeling of kindness to 
ward animals and his sister’s fond 
ness for them he has become accus 
tomed to their company and enjoys it. 

Einstein’s deep sympathy with all 
handicapped human beings was re- 
sponsible for the fact that he oc- 


sister, 
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casionally took as his assistant a stu 
dent who was unable to get a job 
because of an unpleasant appearance. 
kKeinstein believed that a man should 
not be penalized for his unhancdsome 
features if he was an able scientist 

But among all examples of Ein 
Stein's kindly attitude toward unde 
privileged people there is one 
Which I shall never forget Hie re 
ceived a letter. from a 17-year-old gir! 
in Romania whose parents wt 
est, hard working 
could not afford to 
lege or even to prep 
girl had an ardent love fo 
and wanted the chance to study 

She. wrote to Einstein in the U 
States and gave some proof of 
ability. When she obtained a schola: 
ship Einstein wrote to me asking me 
to help this girl to be admitted to the 
University of Prague although she 
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did not quite meet all of the school’s 

entrance requirements.

This startling. announcement reached Sergt. 
John O’Grady at the Wabash Ave. police station 
late the afternoon of April 3, 1924 Along with 
the woman’s voice O'Grady heard a phonograph 
playing a gay fox-trot. 

The phonograph was still playing when detec- 
tives arrived at the scene, a small apartment on 
East 46th St. 

“I did it,” said the girl who admitted them. 

But, although they saw blood on 
her hands, this seemed hard to 
believe. She seemed too pretty. In 
addition to her other attractions 
lovely slim figure, large,Wappealing 
blue eyes,.fair skin and bobbed red 
hair—-she possessed and knew how 
to use a soft southern drawl. 

“He's in here,” she said, leading 
the way to a bedroom, 

There, hunched against the wall 
with a bullet wound in his back, 
lay a man in his sShirtesleeves. He 
was dead. 

The girl identified herself as Mrs, Beulah May 
Annan, 23, a parttime cashier in a laundry on 
49th St, She said the man was Harr) Kalstedt, 
29, a wagon driver in the employ of the same 
laundry. Then she went on to explain, teariully, 
why she had shot him. 

“In the back?” one officer inquired 

“He came here this afternoon and made him 
self at home,” she said, apparently unaware of 
the question.

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Ordered held for trial, the comely suspect took 
up quarters in Murderess’ Row, where six other 
women already resided. None of them seemed 
especially concerned about the future until one, 
Elizabeth Unkafer, received a life sentence for 
killing her sweetheart, Sam Boltschoff. 


‘ OU can blame the whole thing on the fact that 

my lawyers wanted me to act crazy, and I 
I wouldn't,” she explained. “Suppose I acted crazy, 
and the jury decided I belonged in a nut-house. 
They'd lock me up with a lot of lunatics! 

“T had a better idea. I suggested that they 
take me to the corner of State and Madison, and 
shoot me there. I wanted them to give everyone 
a front seat. But instead they give me life!” 

But Beulah May did not seem to be worried. 

Gifts poured in to her from the outside world 
-— flowers, food, pretty clothes. 

“T’ll wif in a walk,” she predicted as she went 
on trial before Judge Lindsay on May 22, 1924. 

Her trial costume was a dress of blue twill, tied 
at the side with a moire bow. 

“A fresh marcel gave her auburn curls a 
halo,” wrote one reporter. “Her blue eyes blinked 
demurely in the glare of klieg lights as newsreel 
cameramen—admitted to the court for the first 
. thme—ground away.” 

Thus far in the case, Beulah May had cited 
three versions of the tragedy. 

In the trial she had another tale to tell. 

Questioned by Attorney Stewart, one of the 
most successful defense lawyers in the nation 
especially in this type of case, her courtroom story 
went as follows, with the 12 good men and true 
hanging on her every word: 

@. Tell the court and jury the first time you 
saw this man Harry Kalstedt on April 3. A. At 
10 minutes to 8 in the morning. 
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@. Now tell what happened, Beulah May 
A. I heard a knock at the back screen door. ! 
opened the inner door and there he stood. 

Q@. Were you glad to see him? A. Oh no, sir! 
Hie seemed to be intoxicated. 

(). You wanted him to go away? A. Yes ut 
he came in and said to me, “IT hate to do this but 
I need money. I! have to get some wine.” 

@. And then? A. 1 said, “How much do you 
need?” And he replied, “Six dollars.” I told him 
I didn’t have it. Then he said. “How much have 
you got?” I went into the bedroom and got my 
pocketbook. 

@. You gave him money? A. 1 gave him a 
dollar, and he left, and I went to work. 


©): DID you see him later that day? A. Yes, 
at about 2 that afternoon or a little later. 

@. What was his condition at that’ time? 
A. He was drunker-—- more intoxicated than when 
he came in the morning. I begged him to go, 
but he pulled me down on the couch, saying, 
“Let’s have a little drink first.” So, thinking he 
would leave, we had a drink. 

@. Then what? A. Still he wouldn’t go, al- 
though I begged him to and told him my husband 
might come home. 

@. What was his reply to 
didn’t seem to bother him at all. I guess he was 
too drunk to realize that he might be—well, in 
danger. Finally, hoping to scare him off, I said I 
was going to call my husband.

(). Did you gather that you were in danger of 
receiving bodily harm? A. 1 certainly did, yes. 

®. To go back a bit; Beulah May tell what 
was said from the time Kalstedt came in. A. He 
came to the door and said, “Are you alone?” Then 
he stepped into the reception hall. He had a 
package under his arm. “I’ve brought you some 
wine,” he said, and offered me a drink. As he 
unwrapped the package, I said, “Don’t start any- 
thing like that. You’ve had enough to drink, and 
my husband is liable to come home.”

Her eyes dropped 
in maidenly embarrassment. 

“Yes?” Stewart encouraged. “You told him—?” 

She directed her large blue eyes toward the 
jurymen and replied, “I told him that I was 
going to have a baby.” 

stewart rushed to her side, for she seemed on 
the verge of fainting. The newsreel cameramen 
remained in full possession of their faculties. 

Presently, having calmed down and powdered 
her nose, she continued: 

“T said, ‘You’ll go back to the penitentiary if 
you don’t leave me alone.’ He said, ‘You'll never 
send me back there.’ I said, ‘I'll tell my mother,’ 
He said, ‘You’re afraid.’ I said, ‘I'll take this gun 
and shoot you!’ He said, ‘Where is the ————

@. What happened after you shot him? A. He 
fell. 

Q. Tell what you did then. A. I—I heard the 
needle scratching on the record. The record had 
stopped playing, but the needle was scratching, 
so I picked it up. I went into the bedroom and 
and I don’t know what I did.

WO YEARS later, she brought suit for divorce 
against her husband with the explanation that 
he was “too slow.” 

Actually, Albert had deserted her, according 
to the papers, on the day Harry Kalstedt died. 

“I’m through with men,” Beulah told reporters 
as she emerged from court with her decree. “I'll 
never marry again.” 

Then she eloped to Crown Point, Ind., with 
Edward Harlib, a former pugilist. 

When asked what her plans were, she said 
she and her new husband were going to build a 
cottage in Barrington. They were terribly happy, 
looking forward to having their love nest filled 
with darling babies. 

But again fate ruled otherwise. 

No love nest ensued, nor any babies. Another 
woman claimed to be Harlib’s wife, with the re- 
sult that Beulah divorced him within a year. 

A year later she herself died of tuberculosis 
under an-assumed name in a Chicago sanitarium.
